Beall Charge Unique. 

The Beall transaction is alleged to 
have taken place on March 1, 1928. 

A unique feature of the Beall 
transaction is that the ~ indictment 
against Taylor grew out of the for- 
mer councilman’s testimony for the 
prosecution at the first trial of Tay- 
lor when he was convicted on a brib- 
ery charge. The statement of Beall 
on the witness stand that he had been 
approached by Taylor and offered a 
bribe to vote for the Piha poolroom 
license was the first inkling of the 
transaction made known to the prose- 
cution. 

A few days after Taylor had been 
convicted “Beall was subpoenaed to 
appear before the grand jury to re- 
tell the sto he had made on the 
stand in Judge Moore's court and the 
attempted bribery indictment resulted. 

Other developments in the munici- 
pal graft investigation are expected 
this week. The grand jury is to meet 
at 10 o'clock Tuesday morning to con- 
sider routine business and to further 
eo into several municipal matters it 
has had under investigation for the 
last several weeks while on Thursday 
Judge John D. Humphries, of the su- 
perior court, will reopen the hearing 
en a motion for a new trial for for- 
mer Councilman Harry York. the first 
ef a number of city officials to be 
eonvicted in the graft expose.

ROLAND GARROS STADIUM, 
PARIS, July 27.—(UN)—France 
completed today her third successful 
defense of the historic Davis cup. 

Following up the master stroke of 
winning the doubles Saturday, her 
dashing representatives, Jean Borotra 
and Henri Cochet, swept victoriously 
through both singles matches with 
George Lott and “Big Bill” Tilden 
this afternoon, clinching the cup by 
the count of four matches to one. 

The United States’ chances of re- 
gaining the trophy lost at German- 
town in 1927 vanished when Lott, 
striving heroically, just failed to: de- 


feat Borotra. The Chicagoan, playing 
the greatest tennis of his career, -1r- 
ried the Basque to five sets, the last 
of which went to deuce twice before 
the latter's reserve strength told and 
the victory went to France. 

Borotra’s victory over Lott, 5-7, 6-3, 
2-6, 6-2, 8-6, decided the issue, and 
the following match between Cochet 
and Tilden was anticlimatic, the little 
Frenchman winning with what at 
times seemed like insolent ease, 4-6, 
6-3, 6-1, 7-5. 

With the triumph of Cochet and 
Jacques Brugnon over Wilmer Allison 
and John Van Ryn in the doubles Sat- 
urday, and Cochet’s defeat of Lott, 
France thus won four of the five 
matches in the challenge round. The 
lone American victory was that of 
Tilden over Borotra in the opening 
singles match. 

Scenes of tremendous enthusiasm 
{glowed the French victories oan 
e picturesque stadium, crowded” 
its topmost tiers, was swept by a 
storm of ovation for Borotra as his 
triumph over Lott insured to France 
the retention of the big silver bowl 
for another year. It was the greatest 
tribute ever paid a tennis playe in in 

this country. 

After Cochet had made it a clean 
sweep for the day by disposing of 
Tilden, the,crowd cheered itself hoarse 
and showered the courts with pillows, 
while French and American national 
anthems were played through loud 
speakers. : 

The French won the Davis cup for 
the first time at Germantown in 
1927 and defended it successfully in 
the challenge round in 1928, 1929 
and 1930. 

‘While the surprise victory of Cochet 
and Brugnon over Allison and Van 
Ryn in.the doubles Saturday virtual- 
ly assured France of the victory, it 
must be said to the credit of George 
Lott that he fought one of the great- 
est battles of Davis eup history. 

Facing an opponent whom he never 
has been able to beat, hnowing that 
the chances of the United States de- 
pended upon him, the Chicago boy 
carried the battle to Borotra with 
dash and judgment and court strategy 
which all but proved successful.

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BROUGHTON FLAYS 
‘WORLDLY’ CHURCH 


Denounces Spirit of Com- 
promise in Farewell Ser- 
mon. 


In his farewell sermon as pastor of 
the Baptist Tabernacle, delivered Sun- 
day morning, Dr. Len G. Broughton 
warmly denounced the spirit of com- 
promise and wordliness pervading the 
churches of today which, he declared, 
“attempt to carry on Christ’s work 
with Christ himself shut out.” Citing 
a dramatic incident from Napoleonic 
history he drew a sharp contrast be- 
tween the heroism of a well-ordered 
army and the moral cowardice of 
Christians who refuse to live up to 
their professed principles. A_ brief 
synopsis of the sermon follows: 

“I do not propose in considering 
this text to deal with the historic or 
the dispensational aspect of it. Both 
are interesting and important. The 
fact is, the whole Book of Revelation 
to be rightly understood must 
viewed historically and dispensational- 
ly; but we are not confined to these 
two lines of thought for interest and 
helpful suggestions. What we “pro- 
pose at this time is to look at this 
text as a challenge to the church of 
today,” Dr. Broughton said.’ 

“As a’ challenge. to’ the church’ of 
today, -we. have presented a picture 
of what is now true of the church at 


large. Of course’ there are excep- 
tions; but, generally speaking, here

“In the picture we see the church 
attempting to carry on Christ’s work 
with Christ Himself shut out. Imag- 
ine the movements of such a church! 
Its Ways are the ways of the world. 

It 
realizes that its life should be dif- 
ferent from that of the world, but it 
cannot’ be presuaded that Christ is 
able to take care of it, gould it make 
Him its pattern. 

“Recent statistics of our Baptist de- 
nomination in the south show that 
there are more churches without pas- 
tors, and more well qualified minis- 
ters without churches, than ever in 
the history ef our people. The mean- 
ing of this is easy to be seen. There 
is very little place for a truly inde- 
pendent, God-called, qualified minister 
of Christ today in any church of any 
denomination. His buginess is to in- 
terpret the Word of God to His people 
and community, and in so doing he 
knows that he will run up against a 
type of opposition that will make it 
impossible for him to carry on.

Attends Wafdist “Par- 
liament” and Notes High 
Quality of Rebels.

CAIRO, Egypt, July 27.—(4)—Full 
details of the happenings at the secret 
assembly held by the wafdist deputies 
in parliament, who met and formulat- 
ed a non-co-operation program in de- 
fiance of King Fuad and the premier, 
were anhounced today by a Reuters 
News Service correspondent who was 
the only non-Egyptian present. 

The correspondent was invited Fri- 
day night to the Saadist Club where 
he was greeted by Mahmud Fahmy 
Effendi Nekrashi, former minister of 
communications, 

“You have been invited to ‘attend an 
extraordinary meeting of parliament 
here,” said the former cabinet min- 
ister. “We are holding the meeting 
here because parliament is closed and 


guarded against us.” 

With 146 deputies present, the 
meeting opened with-the reading of a 
petition to the king. The deputies 
then voted the mecting legal, and 


adopted a motion of non-confidence in 
the government. 

After the meeting, which elosed at 
1:15 a. m. yesterday, the wafdist for- 
mer premier Nahas Pasha, proclaimed 
the immediate opening of the non-co- 
operation campaign by non-payment of 
taxes. At the same time, a group of 
Senators in a room upstairs was con- 
sidering resolutions condemning the 

overnment for various ~ alleged 
reaches of the constitution. The res- 
olutions were approved, but since there 
was no quorum. present, 
ertied shortly 


The wafd proclamation of non-co- 
operation, signed by Nahas Pasha, is 
as follows: 

“Whereas, the present government 
has revolted against the constitution 
and has fled from the face of parlia- 
ment; and whereas, the present gov- 
ernment is autocratic; and -hereas 
parliament today passed a vote of no- 
confidence in the present government 
which therefore has not the right to 
collect taxes from the nation: and 
whereas, taxes are only paid when the 
nation controls its own government, 
the wafd appeals to the Egyptian 
nation to refrain from paying taxes of 
any kind so long as the present gov- 
ernment exists,” 

Premier Ismail Sidky Pasha said 
he instructed the local press not to 
publish the’proclamation in any cir- 
cumstances. Calm prevailed in Cairo 
yesterday owing to the government’s 
preventive measures. Shops and other

Original plans were for an after- 
noon ceremony at one~ chureh but 
threats from Barratt O’Hara, attor- 
ney for the Watkins family, to halt 
‘the Catholic baptism by court injunc- 
tion caused the Bambergers to hold 
the christening in the morning at an- 
other church. 

With. the name of the child official- 
ly entered in the church records, 
Charles Bamberger stated the cele- 
brated baby tangle was settled once 
and for all. Simultaneously William 
Watkins announced the affair was 
“just starting.” He promised a suit 
against the Bambergers and another 
suit against the hospital, where the 
babies were born on the same day 
five weeks ago, and supposedly de- 
livered into the hands of the wrong 
parents.

SWEEPS COUNTRY: 
HEAT REACHES 113 


Oklahoma Reports Ther- 
mometers at Bursting 
Point; Entire Mid-West 
Blisters Sunday.

From Kansas to the Atlantic sea- 
board and from the Great Lakes to 
northern Dixie, the citizenry was re- 
covering today from a_ ressurrected 
week-end heat wave that left in its 
wake death, drought and discomfort. 
_Reports to The Associated Press 


from widely-divergent sections showed 
that temperatures of 100 degrees and 
above were the rule rather than the 
exception yesterday. 

Hundreds of thousands fled to 
ocean, lake and mountain resorts tv 
hide from the sun. Six deaths were 
reported. 

Leading the nation in the mercury 
column was Conway, Ark., with an 
official reading of 113 degrees. 
Northern Arkansas, now 64 days 
without rain, reported unofficial tem- 
peratures of the same figure. 

Forest fires in Orange county, Vir- 

inia, and near President Hoover’s 

apidan camp were an added menace 
to the heat and drought. 

Four persons died in New York. 
where the mercury reached a peak of 
87 degrees. Other eastern cities 
sweltered in temperatures of 90 or 
more. 

The weather man promised thun- 
derstorms soon to relieve the heat in 
many midwestern sections where the 


-heat and discomfort are general. 


Temperatures soared to new season 
levels and in some cases set new all- 
time records yesterday as the nation 
remained in the clutches of its latest 
heat wave. Some of the tempera- 
tures:

Another bull movement in govern- 
ment mercury was recorded over the 
south which was petenitiatiy remin- 
iscent of the record rampage of three 
weeks ago. 

Several all time high temperature 
records were reached and unprece- 
dented droughts were raging in Ar- 
kansas and Virginia. It was the 65th 
day of the Arkansas Sahara and al- 
most as long in Virginia. Commercial 
apple growers around Winchester, Va., 
were preparing to haul water from the 
Shenandoah river in effort to save 
their million or more trees from per- 
manent injury. Three hundred gal- 
lons of water are necessary to quench 
the thirst of a mature tree. 

The highest officially reported tem- 
perature of the day, not only in the 
south but over the entire country, 
was 113 at Conway, Ark. Earlington, 
Ky., ran second with 110. Paducah, 
Bowling Green and Owensboro had 
marks of 108, Little Rock, Ark., had 
104 with similar readings elsewhere in 
the state. Nashville, Tenn., had the 
same figure with 100 in Memphis and 
Chattanooga. Birmingham recorded 
97. Atlanta was under 95. 

The coastal regions fared best. New 
Orleans had only 90 and with showers 
at that; St. Petersburg, Fla., also 
had showers with 93; Jacksonville 
had 98 without the showers. Colum- 
bia, S. C., reported 95 with showers 
general over the state. North Caro- 
lina’s reported highest was 94 in Ra- 
leigh while Charlotte had only 90. 

Richmond, Va., however, sweltered 
with 97, but that was a three-point 
drop from yesterday and thundershow- 
ers were promised tonight. 

No deaths or prostrations were re- 
ported anywhere below the Mason and 
Dixon line. 
29-YEAR RECORD 
SET AT ST. LOUIS. 

ST. LOUIS, July 27.—(/)—A tem- 
perature of 105, a 29-year record here, 
was registered here at 5 p. m. today. 

The stage of the Mississippi river 
here was 3.9, lowest for July since rec- 
ords began in 1860 and 13.5 below 
the July average. The weather bu- 
reau attributed the low river stage to 
the intense heat and lack of moisture 
in the Mississippi valley. 

Barge line shippers have been warn- 
ed that channel! conditions on the low- 
er Mississippi might interfere with an- 
nounced schedules, in a notice by the 
Mississippi Warrior service, the ‘gov- 
ernment operating agency. The no- 
tice said that while delays mizht occur 
at times in bulk traffic. the regular 
weekly express service is not likely 
to be interrupted.

Texas Woman Politician 
To Enter Run-Off 
Against Sterling. 


DALLAS, Texas, July. 27.—()— 
Mrs. Miriam A.“*Ma” Ferguson, for- 
mer governor, and Ross S. Sterling, 
wealthy Houston publisher, tonight 
appeared certain of places in the run- 
off election for the democratic nomi- 
nation for governor. 

Based of the report of 65 counties 
complete, the Texas election bureau 
estimated a vote in*yesterday’s pri- 
mary of 781,000. Of that total, 663,- 
284 votes had been unofficially tabu- 
lated. 

The figure which represented at 
least partial returns from 241 of the 
state’s 253 counties, were: Mrs. Fer- 
guson, 194,018; Sterling, 139,501; 
Clint ©. Small, 103,876; Thomas B. 
Love, 66,427; Jim Young, 63,003; 
Barry Miller, 43,063; Earle B. May- 
field, 42,709; C. C. Moody, 3,702; 
Paul Loven, 2,360; Frank Putnam, 


2,350, and C. B. Walker, 2,185. 
Governor Dan Moody, who four 
years ago defeated Mrs. Ferguson for 
renomination, said tonight he would 
support .“anyone who goes into the 
runoff against the Fergusens.” Mrs. 
Ferguson entered the lists this year 
when her husband, James EB. “Farm- 
er Jim” Ferguson, also former gov-

Run-off primary elections are held 
in Téxas between the two high can- 
didates for nomination when no can- 
didate has a majority.

Canada Votes Today | 
For New Parliament 


OTTAWA, Ont., July 27-—(@)— 
Canada goes to the polls tomorrow to 
elect a new house of commons and 
to decide whether Prime Minister W. 
L. MacKenzie King and his liberal 
government shall continue at the helm 
of the nation or retire in favor of R. 
B. Bennett, cong ee leader and 
bitter opponent of the premier, 

A seule of 58 days concluded 
tonight with racio speeches by the 
two party leaders. 

The issues to be decided tomorrow 
are fiscal. ‘The liberals who recently 
passed a budget levying certain coun- 
tervailing duties upon the United 
States and increasing the British pref- 
erence, have declared for imperial 
trade, while the conservatives have laid 
emphasis upon a policy more exclu- 
sively national—Canada first. 

Unemployment has been made an 
issue by the conservative leader who 
holds the government tariff policy re- 
sponsible for conditions which he says 
are worse than any he has seen in 
his lifetime. .

We are again 
the greatest debtor nation in history 
on private account—ranking a_littlig 
ahead of either Canada or India. 
Germany is left out of account here 
because its debt to foreigners is so 
largely political. I find in this de- 
velopment—well, for one thing—a con- 
sensus of world confidence in the long- 
term stability of our institutions and 
the material progress of our nation.’ 
_ Dealing with details of the foreign 
investment, Dr. Klein said that of 23 
corporations manufacturing rayon in 
this country 20 are under European 
control, while “gasoline filling stations 
are being taken over by the hundreds 
by a foreign-owned oil corporation.”

JERUSALEM, July 27.—(4)—The 
Oriental Press Bureau here reports 
that great ‘Kurdish demonstrations for 
the autonomy of Kurdistan have re- 
eently occurred at Sulaimanieh and 
Erbil, in northern Irak. 

Agitated by the proposed Anglo- 
Trah treaty, under which the British 
would withdraw from Irak as soon 
as the country had become a member 
of the League of Nations, the Kurds 
gathered outside government offices 
and demanded an independent state 
for Kurdish tribes. 

They are said to have submitted 
their demands officially to the British 
high commissioner in Irak and to the 
League of Nations, and have decided 
to yeott the forthcoming vote in 
Irak upon the treaty. 

Among the leaders of the movement 
are the relatives of the famous Kurd- 
ish sheik, Mahmud, who for three 
years led a rebellion against the Irak 
authorities. 


Kurdish tribes, many of which are 
nomad religious fanatics, are widely 
scattered through Turkey, soviet Ar- 
menia, Persia and Irak. : 

Recently the Turkish Kurds, aided 
by their*brethren in Persia, have risen 
against Mustapha Kemal’s government 
in a movement mainly religious and 
traditional in character. A large part 
of their force has been exterminated 
by Turkish troops and the remnant 
trapped in the fastnesses of Mt. 
Ararat. ‘ 

Kurdistan is a region of very vague 
boundaries in eastern Turkey and 
western Persia. Its inhabitants be- 
long to the Aryan race, but in creed 
are Mohammedans. Under their tribal 
chieftains they have enjoyed a quasi 
independence. 

They are estimated to number be- 
tween one and a half and two million 
in Turkey and Irak and about a mil- 
lion in Persia and soviet Armenia.

A _ sad- 
eyed negro girl shyly placed among the 
more pretentious tributes a handful of 
wild flowers she had gathered in the 
woods of the county. 

Governor Richards, a warm person- 
al friend of the senator, was unable 
to be present because of a previous

the communist party of Russia. 

If and when those things are put 
beyond reasonable doubt the federal 
authorities should not hesitate to 
round up those anarchs and compel 
them to leave the United States and 
Stay away. Evidently we have laws 
Sufficient for that treatment of 
known enemies of the government 
and people. 

“New occasions make new duties” 
and this shrewd and insidious for- 
eign program to excite insurrections 
in this country for the purpose of 
ultimately overthrowing our Ameri- 
can System of government by force is 


j . . 
a new occasion demanding the new 


duty of suppressing sedition and ex- 
pelling confessed anarchists from 
our domain. 

It is obviously true that govern- 
ment cannot control men’s thoughts, 
but it has a sovereign right to pro- 
hibit their expression in incendiary 
and destructive campaigns, and to 
declare our atmosphere shall not be 
poisoned by dangerous propaganda. 

Those who claim the right to be 
communists and deadly enemies of 
American peace and order should 
have no constitutional or legal im- 
punity in this country. The one 
and chief duty we have toward them 
is to expel them into the liberty 
to go and live where their thoughts 
and doctrines are welcome. They 
have no rightful claim to harborage 
in democratic and peaceful America. 


ABUSE OF INJUNCTIONS. 

The supreme court of Georgia 
rendered an eminently just decision 
in refusing to uphold an interlocu- 
tory injunction to restrain the pub- 
lic service commission from enfore- 
ing the state statute to regulate mo- 
tor bus traffic on the state’s high- 
ways. The unanimous opinion of 
the court shows that there was no 
injunctive merit in the suit. | 

Without reference to the ele- 
ments and history of the case the 
decision by the supreme:-court is 
suggestive to the inferiof judiciaries 
to refrain from granting injunctions 
improvidently to every complainant 
Seeking to escape taxation gr regu- 
lation under manifestly valid acts of 
fiscal and police legislation. 

One of the causes of the fiscal 
confusion now hampering the state 
has been the practice of lower court 


judges in enjoining the state author- | 


ities from collecting the enacted 
revenues of the state. Where there 
is no legal remedy extant and an in- 
junction is the only available pro- 
tection against a wfdéngful exaction, 
an injunction pending trial of the 
issue would be perfectly proper. 
But where the issue is only whether 
to pay and litigate for relief which 
the courts can ultimately. award if 
due, the injunctive process, stop- 
ping thé sovereign action of the 
state in things affecting its vital 
operations, is waolly wrong. 

The proper course for the state 
to take is that which is used in 
‘Kentucky and other states where 
the courts are prohibited from en- 
joining the collection of a,tax, and 
so balling up the fiscal affairs of 
the state. In those states the tax 
must be paid and if protested must

Movie Business Continues 
To Gain—Wheat Crop Is 
Badly Hurt—Produc- 
tion of Silver on 
Increase. 


The motion picture industry con- 
tinues to show outstanding gains in 
the present business depression, 

The Paramount-Publix organization | 
announces today that its estimated net 


profits for the six months ending July | 
"8 are $8,434,000, or $2.98 per share | 
on 2,832,277 shares and apucee et: 
ly 65 per cent ahead of the (profi 
for the corresponding period of 1929. 

For the three month-period ending 
June 28 last, the estimated profits are 
$3,600,000—equal to $1.21 per share 
on the average number of shares out- | 
standing—as compared with $1.14 per | 
share last year. 

The organization—a leader in the 
picture field—reports the highest rec- 
ord of any second quarter of any year 
in its history, and about 41 per cent | 
ahead of the net profits for the same 
period of 1929.

A VISIT TO. WASHINGTON'S

When Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
was publishing his Professor and 
Autocrat at the Breakfast Table in a 
New England magazine he little 
recked that only a few years later 
I should take my cue from him and 
burst forth in my best imitation of 
his style in the daily prints. And 
when Robert Ingersol visited the 
tomb of Napoleon and uttered those 
stirring reflections of his—thoughts 
which, in my judgment, are 
only to Lincoln's Gettysburg address 
in their power to move the heart— 
of course he could not foresee that 
not so many years later I showid 
visit George Washington’s tomb and 
have some thoughts of my own. 

My thoughts, naturally, were not 
sublime, nor were they so very ridic- 
ulous as you might anticipate. They 
were, I confess, a trifle morbid, even 
grisly, 1.suppose some would say. 

For one thing, I was disappointed 
with Mf. Vernon. Had I visited the 
shrine for the first time before Il 
read Washington's Diaries, my im- 
pression would have been different. 
But I was curious to see where and 
how he had housed all his servants, 
For some strange reason the old slave 
quarters have disappeared and you 
find no indication that Mt. Vernon 
ever harbored slaves. 

But as I walked down the pth 
that leads to the present _ resting 
place of Washington’s remains 1 wou- 
dered whether or how one might go 
about getting consent from congress 
to open the tomb, remove the remains 
of Washington, and attempt to deter- 
mine by scientific examination what 
the man died of. 

Would the country 
care to know? 

If any one besides myself would 
like to learn the truth about the last 
illness of our first president, how 
much could we learn by examina- 
tion of the remains as they are at 
present? Washington died 130 yea 
ago. I doubt whether that is enoug 
time to erase all pathological evi- 
dence. I believe it is still possible 
to determine whether Washington 
died of quinsy, or diphtheria, or pneu- 
monia, Or pulmonary edema cons 
quent upon chronic nephritis.

fame of our great national hero fully 
as much knowing what carried him 
off as I do ignorant of that fact, and 
accordingly, F do not see why any- 
body should object to such an exam- 
ination, say by a committee of pub- 
lie representatives and expert pathol 
ogists.

Trade andjgovernment officials, dis- 
cussing the European automobile 
scheme, said this government can do 
nothing to prevent the European 
countries from putting the plan into 
effect, even though it is patently 
aimed at American manufacturers. 
One official said the government 
would simply have to “‘wait and see 
what happens.” 

In brief, the scheme pfovides that 
all countries entering mto the ar- 
rangement shall adopt a quota systems 
whereby they would permit a very 
limited number of foreign cars to en- 
ter their home markets at a low duty. 
Cars imported over and above this 
number would be subjected to very 
high or almost prohibitive duty. It is 
thought that the low duty quota may 
be fixed at 750 cars annually for each 
country, this being the number fixed 
in an agreement between France and 
Szechoslovakia just signed. 


Sells Thousands. 


Under such an arrangement the Eu- 
ropean automobile exporting coun- 
tries would be hardly affected, inas- 
much as none of them at the present 
time sells as many as 750 cars in any 
other country in a year. On ‘the 
other hand, American manufacturers 
sell thousands of automobiles annual- 
ly in the six countries—France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Italy, Austria and 
Czechoslovakia—now considering adop- 
tion of the quota system. 

In 1928 a total of 19,521 American 
cars were sold in Belgium, for ex- 
ample, and in the same year 12,607 
United States automobiles were -ship- 
ped to Germany. The proposed quota

Pennsylvanian Would Bar 
“Dumping” of Soviet 
Products.

WASHINGTON,. July 27.—(>)— | 


Application of the new tariff act’s 
exclusion provisions against imports 
of Russian lumber and anthracite pro- 
duce@ by convict/ labor or “dumped” 
inte the United States at low prices 
was urged today by Senator Reed, re- 
wiblican, Pennsylvania, to Secretary 
lellon in a letter. 

Senator Reed, whose state is a big 
hard coal producer, expressed the 
opinion that. such commodities could 
be marred tither by treasury regula- 
tion under the section prohibiting en- 
try of convict-made goods or by presi- 
dential embargo under the provision 
dealimg with unfair competition. 

“As you are doubtless aware,” he 
wrote, “a serious situation bas arisen 
as a result of importation of lumber, 
anthracite coal and the threatened im- 
portation. of other commodities . pro- 
duced or supposed to be produced by 
convict labor at prices much below the 
cost of producing similar commodi- 
ties in the United States. 

“This competition, unless checked 
by the exclusion of foreign goods so 
produced, not only will prove ruin- 
ous, but in making a bad situation 
worse, Will contribute to the unrest 
and unemployment in our own coun- 
try. This would be particularly pleds- 
ing to the communistic regime in Rus- 
sia, and encourage the spread of radi- 
calism in the United States.” 

Taking the same position as Mat- 
thew Woll, president of the wage earn- 
ers’ protective conferehce, the Penn- 
syivania senator said the language of 
the new law was sufficiently broad to 
permit the American government to 
place the burden of proof on the im- 
porter. 

The treasury already has issued an 
anti-dumping order against Russian 
‘matches and barred shipment of pulp- 
wood from that country under the con- 
vict labor clause and customs officials 
fre givmg serious study to the, pro- 
tests from lumber and coal interests. 

In his letter to Mr. Mellon, Sena- 
tor Reed quoted Chairman Brossard, 
of the tariff commission, as saying 
there was some question whether the 
“Russian coal situation” might not be 
considered under the unfair competi- 
tion provisions, 

“It seems to me,” Brossard was 
quoted as saying, “that if unfair meth- 
ods of competition or unfair acts in 
the importation. or sale of such coal 
in the United States are found to exist 
upon recommendation of _ the. tariff 
commission, the president coulf pro- 
claim an embargo against its impor- 
tation.” 

Reed called attention. to the com- 
mission’s investigation of the Russian 
coal problem upon request of the house 
Ways and means committee and said 
this would be valuable. 

“The only trouble with it is,” he 
said, “that several months will be re- 
quired to gather these facts. In the 
meantime great quantities of Russian 
coal can be and undoubtedly will be 
dumped in this country unkess restrict- 
ed by treasury regulations or embar- 
goed by presidential preclamation. The 
time is short and we know that Rus- 
sian coal even now is being offered at 
ports of entry.”

Census Is Labor 
Of Many Years, 
Steuart Opines 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—(UN)— 
It takes a long, long time to count 
and classify 123,000,000 people. 

Although the census bureau has re- 
ceived complete reports from most of 
its field workers in the 15th decennial 
census, it will be years before all the 
figures have been tabulated and pub- 
lished, Director’ William H, Steuart 
said today. : 

The bureau is making good prog- 
ress, Steuart ‘said, however, and will 
be finished with its Primary purpose, 
the count of population, within a few 
months. - 

The census director said his office 
ig 100 per cent ahead of where it 
was at this stage of the work 10 
years ago. 

A report on the’country’s total pop- 
ulation and ‘the population of each 
state must be ready when congress 
convenes next December. Steuart said 
he is confident this part of the work 
will be completed in time. 

Already the bureau has completed 
its “hand count” of population in 8o,- 
806 out of 120,000 census districts, 
he said. Complete returns for only 
a dozen states have been announced, 
however. ®In each of the others a 
few’ scattered counties or districts are 
missing. 

This is only the beginning of the 
bureau's work. Af the population 
has been counted by§#and, it is count- 
ed again by great machines Which 
classify according to age, sex, marital 
state and other divisions. 

Also in addition to its count of 
heads, the bureau is counting the 
number of acres of farm land, the 
number of industries, the number of 
mines, and many other things, even 
the number of families with radio sets. 

The more important of these fig- 
ures will be known long before the 
three-year “census period’’ is over, 
Steuart said. Some will not be ascer- 
tained until long after. 

Work preliminary to this tabula- 
tion is almost complete. Reports have 
been received from 118,000 out of the 
120,000 census districts. The -bureau 
soon will be issuing statistics based 
upon these reports which will show 
almost anything anyone could want to 
know about population and how it is 
distributed. 


U. S. Vessels Carry 
Half U. S. Cargoes 


WASHINGTON, July 2¢.—(/)— 
Thirty nations competed for world 
steamship traffic to and from the 
United States in 1928-1929, but the 
shipping board estimates that Ameri- 
ean vessels carried 41 per cent of the 
total tonnage. 

In a report today, the board said 
‘‘American ships are holding their own 
in competing for cargoes of the for- 
eign commerce” of the United States. 

The percentage of the total cargo 
tonnage in this trade carried by Amer- 
ican vessels was the same in 1929 as 
in 1928, but the board predicted that 
“the new construction program now 
under way and projected will facili- 
tate the services now operating under 
the American flag and it is antici- 
pated that a substantial increase in 
the carriage of both passengers and 
freight will result with the placing of 
these modern ships in our established 
services.” 

The board estimated that United 
States vessels obtained one-third of 
the $1,100,000,000 cost of transport- 
ing passengers and cargoes in the 
American foreign trade.

W. O. Pierce Modern \Dairy 
Grew From Mod 


— ee 


st Start 


A little over 10 years ago, W. O. 
Pierce, residing northwest of Cham- 
blee, Ga., had three cows and de- 
livered his surplus milk, butter and 
some eggs to a few North Side cus- 
tomers with a horse and 4ittle buggy. 

Today Mr. Pierce is milking more 
than 200 cows with over 100 year- 
lings and calves of his own breeding 


coming along to reinforce his fine 
herd of Jerseys and Holsteins. 

The first big change came about 
in Mr. Pierce’s growth when some 
government health officials pointed 
out that the general vicinity in which 
Mr. Pierce lived was ideal for dairy- 
ing, possessing fine rolling,  well- 
drained lands, splendid water, hich 
altitude, and ease of accessibility to 
a big, fast-growing city. 

Mr. Pierce, realizing nature’ was 
good te him ‘and his neighbors, then 
began to give more individual atten- 
tion to the milk business and began 
to build up his herd. 

Fine cattle, however, would look 
out of place in poor barns and Mr. 
Pierce built one large barn in the 
form of a T, housing nearly 200 cows. 
This barn is built sof light-colored 
brick and metal with concrete floors 
and is kept spotlessly clean by a high 
water. pressure, being washed twice 
a day. ji 

Mr. Pierce’s second barn, whe 
he feeds and milks over 50 cows, 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
big barn and in it he has selected 
and blood-tested cows, and the milk 
coming from them is certified by the 
Fulton county health board. 

Mr. Pierce’s life coworker, Mrs. 
Pierce, took over as her owh special 
duty the general appearance of the 


grounds if and seneud both these big 
dairy barns, and with the aid of a 
landscape artist, presents to the vis- 
itors there beautiful grounds with 
thousands of beautiful flowers. 


Care of the milk has been a close 
study of the W. O. Pierce organiza- 
tion of nearly 30 people. With their 
own refrigerating plants and making 
of their own ice, the milk is double- 
strained and cooled to 35 degrees in 
o or 4 minutes after it is milked. It 
is then double capped with the. date 
printed on each cap, and everyone | 
of the 1,500 customers is positively) 
assured that they received their milk 
but a few hours after it is milked. 

In order to assure his customers 
of receiving their miJk as fresh as 
it is possible to serve it to them, the 
first" seven trucks are sent ahead 


with milk for their earliest morning 


customers and then the eighth, a lars- 
er supply truck, meets everyone of 
the other seven at a designated place 
and transfers what milk is needed for 
the balance of that driver’s route. In 
this way, the late customers’ milk 
is not carried around for several hours 
in the heat before they receive it. 
Mr. Pierce is looking ahead at this 
time to further expand his business 
and is now planning to erect another 
large new barn to take care of more 
cows as they begin producing.

It was un- 
derstood he: would decide upon a defi- 
nite schedule this week.

In bringing out thi: testimony the 
Cleveland stockholders of Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube who are opposed to the 


merger argued that the high bonuses | 


vaid by Bethlehem were not fair to 
éthlehem'’s shareholders; that with- 
drawal of such large sums was not 
good for Bethlehem’s capital struc- 
ture; that in accepting Bethlehem 
stock under the proposed merger, 
holders of Youngstown stock will be 
affected ‘proportionately when they 
become shareholders of Bethlehem. 
Some Wall Street people agree with 
the stand taken by the Cleveland 
shareholders of Youngstown.

Schwab Knows Ground. 

Wall Street as a whole is inclined 
to the belief that while the foregoing 
testimony gives a talking point to 
those who are fighting the Bethlehem- 
Youngstown merger, no great im- 
portance would have been attached by 
the Youngstown directors to the 
bonuses paid by Bethlehem to its 
president had that information been 
before the board. Wall Street as a 
whole knows that Charles M. Schwab, 
chairman of the Bethlehem board, is 
one of the largest shareholders of 
Bethlehem. Schwab, it is pointed out, 
generally knows what is about. 
Schwab probably was responsible for 
the bonus arrangement with Grace 
based on a_ percentage of profits.

To many the bonus of $1,625,753 
received by Grace last year, the best 
Bethlehem ever had, seems out of all 
proportion to what one man might be 
able to give to a company. That 
might be the personal point of view 
of many of the judges of our courts 
getting an average annual salary 
probably les sthan $10,000. As some 
Wall street people see it, however, 
payment of a bonus to the président 
of a large company is better from the 
viewpoint of the stockholders than a 
straight salary. In thi sconnection it 
was pointed out that President Grace 
of Bethichem is an outstanding man 
in the country’s steel industry ; ms 
if his salary had been say. $50 a 
year, a figure that would a no 
criticism, Bethlehein would probably 
not have been able to keep him; that 
some other company probably would 
not have hesitated to have offered 
Grace $100,000 or $200,000 or more. 

According to Wall street’s under- 
standing the executive heads of large 
corporations such as the United States 
Steel Corporation and General Motors 
get a regular salary of $100, or 
more with a bonus based on annual 
profits of the company. In recent 
testimony it was disclosed that Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey paid its chair- 
man and president each a regular sal- 
ary of $125,000 a year. Four vice 
presidents got $100,000 and nine 
other vice presidents got from $25,000 
to $85,000. President Dehoney, of Pan 
American, paid himself an annual 
salary of $1,000,000, wi.ca vice presi- 
dents of his company getting from 
$15,000 to ea greg 

When Robert S. Lovett was execu- 
tive head of the Union Pacific he got 
a salary of $104,000. The salary of 
the executive head of the average 
large railroad is around $75,000. 
Vice presidents of railroads on the 
average get from $8,000 to $20,000, 
although the present president of 
Pennsylvania got $40,000 when he 
was a vice president. 

Wall street figures the average 
profits of a member ot the New York 
stock exchange in a good year such 
as 1928 at $396,000. Some partners 
of stock exchange houses and of larg | 
successful private banking houses get | « 
as much in a good year as $1,000,000.
